Class  of  1942,  Ellsworth  Memorial  High  School,  you  are  brought  before  this 
court  to  demonstrate  your  ability  and  progress  during  your  years  at  this  high  school. 
Is  your  representative  ready  to  take  the  stand? 

Class  Defendant — 

Llonorable  Judge  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Jury — 

We  present  the  following  account  of  our  activities  as  a  group  during  our  high 
school  career. 

From  the  beginning  we  showed  a  great  desire  to  learn  and  to  participate  in 
our  new  school  life  and  its  activities.  After  a  few  months  had  passed,  we  faced 
the  difficult  task  of  electing  our  class  officers,  who  were  President,  Joseph  Vozek; 
Vice-President,  Eileen  Norton;  Secretary,  James  Mackintosh;  Treasurer,  William 
Cooper.  To  acquaint  our  class  with  the  other  members  of  the  school  we  were  given 
a  party  by  the  Sophomores.  The  big  event  of  the  year  was  our  trip  to  the  New  York 
World’s  Fair.  Although  a  few  members  of  the  class  managed  to  get  lost  during 
the  day,  all  were  present  on  the  train  when  we  started  for  home.

The  summer’s  vacation  left  us  refreshed  and  ambitious  for  the  task  ahead  of 
us.  We  now  had  the  right  to  walk  up  the  front  steps.  Our  leaders  during  this  im¬ 
portant  year  have  been:  President,  John  Gahr;  Vice-President,  Francis  McGrath; 
Secretary,  Eunice  Potwin;  and  Treasurer,  Edward  Grigely.  The  class  held  a  Senior 
Get-Together  which  gave  the  underclassmen  a  chance  to  become  acquainted  with 
one  another. 

Early  in  our  Senior  year  “Dictator  Dad”  was  presented  with  Charles  Steitz 
and  Hazel  Niederwerfer  in  leading  roles.  Other  important  roles  were  held  by 
Elva  Grant,  and  Noreen  Madden.  This  was  another  means  of  raising  funds  for 
our  Washington  trip.
